Spring gardens generally 
did well in most parts of 
Collin 
County 
although 
adverse weather conditions 
reduced some yeilds. 
Now the fall gardening 
season is approaching, and 
that 
means 
getting land 
prepared 
and 
getting 
transplants started as soon 
as possible. 
According to Risinger. 
many popular vegetables 
such as tomatoes, peppers, 
eggplants, 
pole 
beans, 
potatoes, okra, cucumbers, 
and squash can be planted 
during August. 
Also, 
the 
so-called 


“winter” vegetables such as 
b r o c c o l i , 
c a b b a g e , 
cauliflower, greens, parsley 
and carrots can be planted at 
this time for early har­ 
vesting. Later plantings of 
these cold-hardy crops will 
supply fresh vegetables well 
into winter. 
What are some of the 


important aspects of fall 
gardening? 
First of all, get the land 
into good shape 
If a garden was planted 
this spring and fertilizer was 
applied, little if any ad 
ditional fertilizer will be 
needed before fall planting.

‘Super Grape’ Sought 


LOS 
FRESNOS, 
Tex 
(UPI) — One of the worst 
places imaginable for trying 
to develop a heat-resistant 
strain of tropical 
grape, 
agriculturalists agree, is the 
portion of the Rio Grande 
Valley where Norman F. 
Williams is trying to do just 
that. 
“Several times in history, 
some guy like me that’s 
never read the rule books 
manages to show the experts 
a 
thing or 
tw o," 
says 
Williams, 65, who farms HO 
acres in a remote corner of 
the searing valley. 
On 
IO 
of 
his 
acres, 
Williams has searched for 


new varieties of grapes 
suited to hot, tropical zones, 
experimenting with up to 350 
different types of the fruit 
since 1960. 
“I'm trying to develop a 
new type that will resist the 
heat and humidity of tropical 
areas all over the world,” he 
says. “Mildew and other 
fungus attacks the leaves 
and 
th a ts 
the 
biggest 
problem.” 
S ev eral 
a g ric u ltu re 
professors 
have 
told 
Williams he is wasting his 
time. 
Hut Williams doesn't think 
so. 
“ Nobody’s wasting his 


time when ho enjoys what 
tie’s doing 
I 
just 
might 
stumble on the right com 
bination grape for hot and 
humid climates.” 
A high school exchange 
student 
from 
Belgium 
staying at his farm started 
Williams on his quest Irater. 
the student sent Williams 
some Belgian root stocks 
which he crossbred with the 
mustang grape, common to 
Texas.

Oak Facts Given 


Few trees stand so tall or 
stand so proud in the hearts 
of Texans as our beautiful 
native live oaks, said James 
R. Risinger, Collin County 
Agricultural Agent. 
Most widespread of all the 
native Texas oaks, the live 
oak 
(Quercus virginiana) 
ranges over at least half of 
the state naturally and has 
been planted by man in 
much of the rest. 
Texas claims the national 
champion live oak, the old 
Goose Island oak. Estimated 
at over 1,000 years old, the 
tree has weathered untold 
hurricanes and has still gone 
on growing to its current 
measurements of 44 feet 
high, crown spread of 89 feet, 
and trunk circumference of 
over 35 feet. 


There s a live oak deep in 
the heart of Texas as well. 
Some years back, when an 
enterprising surveyor set out 
to 
find 
our 
sta te ’s 
geographic midpoint, what 
else did he find but a live 
oak, located near the town of 
Mercury, midway between 
Brandy and Brownwood. 
Live oaks are virtually 
evergreen, unusual for the 
large clan of oaks. They 
trade their foliage each 
spring just as the air warms. 
Extreme cold snaps in mid­ 
w inter may infrequently 
cause them to go bare a few 
weeks prematurely, but with 
no ill effects. 
The 
tree 
generally 
spreads, often covering 75- 
foot circles and even more. 
Height ranges up to 40 to 50

feet 
with extrem e age. 
Nurserymen plan on two to 
four years to produce small 
salable live oaks., points out 
the county agent. 


Many larger specimens 
are imported annually from 
hills of central and south­ 
western Texas where ran­ 
chers use nurserymen to 
clear their pasture lands 
leaves are stripped as the 
trees are dug to aid in quick 
recovery. 


Like so many other quality 
trees, live oaks have the 
reputation of being very slow 
grow ers. However, given 
regular watering and fer­ 
tilization, a live oak can 
nearly keep pace with the 
cottonwoods 
and 
silver 
leafed m aples everyone 
wants to plant for quick 
shade. And the oaks will be 
around for more than just a 
few years. 


in 
grape 
culture 
and 
history.” 
W illiams 
traveled 
to 
.Japan. 
Australia. 
Europe 
and South America and 
brought back root shoots to 
try on his Bio Grande ' alley 
ranch 
Of all varieties he has 
worked 
with. 
“ the 
healthiest, toughest root 
stock I’ve found anywhere is 
the old mustang grape that 
grows wild right here in 
Texas 
“I fully believe if a grape 
resistant to fungus is ever 
found or developed, it will be 
bred from the mustang. 
“That's my ace in the 
hole.” lie says. 
But 
the challenges are 
many. Besides the weather, 
there is the land 
“This is river delta land. 
and 
frojn 
one 
spot 
to 
another, the 
acidity 
and 
alkaline content 
vary .” 
Williams says. “ If it rains 
too much, the grapes get too 
big and ripe. Then they 
swell.crack and rot. In some 
places, the soil is too tight, 
and in some places it is too 
loose.” 
Williams hasn’t tried his 
experimental 
harvests as 
wine grapes but he says 
others report good results 
from them 
“ I got two or three old 
buddies that always come 
over when the Spanish and 
Italian varieties are ripe 
They 
say 
they 
make 
excellent wines.” 
Williams’ goal of a tropical 
grape continues to elude 
him. but he’s gaining on it. 
philosophically if no other 
way. 
“They say there is virtue 
in patience. That I have, and 
little by little, as I turn my 
other farming activities over 
to my sons, I have more time 
to devote to my grape ex­ 
periments.” 


Mimosa trees are now 
being 
attacked 
by 
the 
mimosa webworm in most of 
North Central Texas area, 
according to Jam es 
R 
Risinger. 
Collin 
County 
Agricultural Agent. 
The damage is caused by 
the webworm larva which 
webs the foliage together 
and skeletonizes the leaflets 
causing the infested tree to 
turn brown as if scorched by 
fire. The adult 
mimosa 
webworm is a small, silver- 
gray moth which has wings 
stippled with black dots. It is 
about one-half inch in size. 


The adults lay eggs on the 
foliage and in old webbing 
The eggs are tiny, oval and 
first appear pearly white, 
but then turn pink as hat­ 
ching time nears. The full 
grown larva is about an inch 
long, grayish-brown in color. 
with five white stripes 
running lengthwise down the 
body. It has a dark head and 
the body is sometimes tinged 
with pink It is very active 
and squirms when disturbed 


Pupation takes place on 
tree trunks, in old webbing. 
on the ground or in other 
sheltered places. Spraying 
the 
trees 
with 
sevin. 


diazinon. malathion or some 
of the combination sprays 
should give good control of 
this 
insect. 
Within 
30 
minutes after treating, you 
should see some worms 
dropping from the leaves on 
silken threads trying to 
escape the insecticide 
Thorough coverage of the 
tree is 
necessary, 
and 
repeated applications may 
be needed in about IO days, 
said Risinger. 


county agent recommends 
applying two to three pounds 
of a complete fertilizer such 
as 10-20-10 per 
I O O square 
feet and working it into the 
soil. If plants make slow 
growth, a light amount of 
fertilizer may be applied 
between 
the 
rows 
and 
watered into the soil. 


Cf major importance for a 
successful fall garden is an 
adequate water 
supply. 
Risinger says. Since plan 
ting is done during hot 
weather, sufficient water is 
needed for germination and 
early 
growth. 
Light 
waterings three or four 
times a 
week 
may 
be 
necessary to keep the soil 
from 
drying 
out 
and 
crusting. 
Water 
stress 
during early growth of 
plants can reduce later 
yields. 


Since 
transplants 
of 
recommended varieties of 
vegetables may be hard to 
find at local nurseries. 
Risinger suggests buying 


seed and growing your own 
transplants. Four to five 
weeks should be allowed 
from the time of seeding to 
setting young plants in the 
garden. 
Transplanting is a good 
practice in the fall since this 
allows seed to be started in 
areas sheltered from high 
tem peratures and drying 
winds. 


Of course, as with all 
gardens, a wary eye must be 
kept for such problems as 
weeds, insects and diseases. 
However, the county agent 
contends that the quality and 
flavor of many vegetables 
grown in the fall are superior 
to those from spring gar­ 
dens. 


So, even 
though 
the 
weather will remain hot for a 
while, get an early jump on 
your fall garden Just the 
thought of fresh garden 
vegetables this fall should be 
enough to entice most folks, 
even those with the summer 
blahs.

Although viruses attack 
many plants, those com­

diseases. 
Virus diseases can also be 
spread by contam inated 
clothing or hands. Tobacco 
mosaic can be spread to 
tomatoes by someone who 
has smoked recently,

Other viruses are spread 
by contaminated seeds, so 
the use of certified seed is 
important. 
Weeds can also serve as 
hosts to viruses, so a year- 
round weed control program 
is important to reducing 
virus infestations. 
P roper 
attention 
to 
m a in te n a n c e 
p ra c tic e s 
around the home garden, 
including the control of 
weeds and insects, will go a 
long way in reducing virus 
problem s 
on 
Vegetable

It may not be 
grout between the marble pieces but a glue-type adhesive. 
Such a top may have been fabricated in a foreign country 
and imported by a manufacturer as a production item 
which would add to the uncertainty of what th* adhesive 
really is. Take your table to a marble dealer in your town 
since one would really have to see it to determine the 
problem and how to solve it. — POLLY.
